ior,’ Output Is Impres- 
sive. 


CLEVELAND, Sept. 9 (AP). — 
Under Secretary of War Robert. a 
'Pattefson said today that Améeri- 
can tank: production had reached 
an impressive figure,” and that the 
nation turned out more war planes 
last month than Germany, Japan 
and Italy combined. . | 

In a-speech before the CIO 
United , Electrical, Radio & Ma- 
chine Workers convention, Patter- 
son said that tank production 
would be doubled in December and 
“we are putting..our best efforts 
into bringing out new planes of 
designs far superior to any that 
we have now.” 

Praising the men in the armed 
forces, their training, equipment 
and leadership, he asserted the 
Japanese “already know that they. 
blundered when they counted on 
Americans being soft, selfish and 
easy-going. Our soldiers can take 
it and they can hand it out. They 
are men resolved to win this war.” 

U. S. Tanks ‘Superior.’ 

Patterson said that in speed, 
range, toughness of armor and hit- 
ting power, the United States me- 
dium tank, either the M3 or the 
M4, “ig superior to the best Ger- 
man tank” as “proved in combat in 
Egypt.” 

Combat records also, he asserted, 
have proved the Curtiss P-40 
Hawks better than the Japanese 
Zero - planes. Performances of 
American heavy bombers were 
“impressive” on all battle fronts, 
he said, and the Republic P-47 
Thunderbolt pursuit plane was 
termed “the swiftest plane in the 
air.” 

Citing a combat box score from 
Aug. 1-29, Patterson said the P-40s 
shot down 13 Zeros and four bomb- 
ers with a loss of two P-40s and 
the Bell P-39s destroyed 13 Zeros 
and probably five others against a 
loss of four United States planes. 

“Long Lead” for Axis. 

“In one engagement alone on 
Aug. 23 over Port Darwin, Aus- 
tralia,” he added, “47 Japanese 
planes (27 bombers and 20 Zeros) 
were attacked by 20 P-40s. Bight 
Zeros and tour bombers were shot 
down without the loss of a single 
United States plane. 

Patterson said that the Axis had 
veteran soldiers and great sources 
of weapons to present “a long lead 
that we must overcome.” 

“To overcome that lead of theirs,” 
he said, “and to beat them at their 
own game will take a big. push. 
It will take sacrifices on the part 
of this nation that few of us real; 
ize now. There is no easy way to 
win this war.”

George said the Finance Com- 
mittee felt that for “obvious rea- 
sons” a thorough study should be 
made of the possibility of obtain- 
ing additional war financing from 
individuals through some rounded 
form of compulsory savings. 

Time Insufficient Now. . 

He said there was insufficient 
time to make such.a study and 
write provisions of this nature in- 
to the pending revenue bill, He 
said some post-war rebate pro- 


ire ‘were in ‘the me of relief 


tuting a full-fledged’ compulsory 
savings plan. 

In approving again the 5 per 
cent “victory” levy, the committee 
rejected three substitute proposals 
made by the Treasury at the com- 
mittee’s direction. These proposals 
would have raised about two and 
a half billion dollars yearly by 
broadening the base of the income 
tax and increasing rates. 

George said committee members 
felt that the “victory” tax, to be 
applied on incomes in addition to 
regular income taxes now in effect 
and proposed in the new revenue 
bill, was more equitable and work- 
able. 

Filing Deadline Still March 15. 

In approving the special levy, 
George said the committee decided 
'to leave the deadline for filing reg- 
ular income tax returns, which 
would include “victory” tax returns, 
at March 15. Previously the com- 
mittee had planned to move this 
date up to Jan. 15. —

Renew Attacks, 


Two more attacks were made on 
the warships among the Tobriand 
Islands yesterday and it was here 
that a destroyer probably was hit.

The ships apparently were those 
which shelled Allied positions Sun- 
day in the Milne Bay area, at the 
southeastern tip of New Guinea, 
where a Japanese landing force 
now has been virtually wiped out, 
it was said.

Hickey Outlines Program 
For Administering Schools| 


Acting Superintendent Says He Won’t Brook 
Interference by Board Members, 
Calls for Unit System. 


Philip J. Hickey, named acting 
Superintendent of Instruction for 
public schools last night, outlined 
for the Post-Dispatch today his 


program for the next two years 
and said he would brook no in- 
terference from school board 
members. 

Hickey, secretary-treasurer of the 
board since 1934, was appointed to 
replace Dr. Homer W. Anderson, 
who charged that his administra- 
tion, was hampered by interference 
of board members. Anderson 
asked for leave of absence until 
the expiration of his term in 1944 
when the board sought his ouster 
for incompetency. He is in Wash- 
ington directing the sale of war 
bonds in schools. 

Outlines Program. 

Principal points of Hickey’s pro- 
gram, as he outlined them, are: 

Appointments ‘and promotions 
in the school system to be made 
‘on a merit basis. If board mem- 
bers seek patronage or other 
personal favors, he will publicly 
repudiate them. Inclusion of a 
strong merit provision in a school’ 
reorganization. bill to be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. 

Establishment of a unit sys- 
tem of administration in- which 
the Superintendent of Instruction 
is replaced by a Superintendent 
of Schools with control over all 
departments. 

Enactment of a State law 
creating a pension system for 
teachers and a change in board 
rules requiring the retirement of 
teachers more than 70 years old. 

Removal of all incompetent 
and physically-disabled teachers 
from service. 

A “thorough house-cleaning” in 
administrative offices of the in- 
struction department, starting 
with the three assistant superin- 
tendents. 

A new marking system for the 
better grading of teachers by 
principals. 

Putting into effect recommen- 
dations of the Strayer survey 
wherever feasible. This would 
include the TIiberalization of 
the secondary-school curriculum, 
closer co-ordination between high 
schools and vocational training 
schools, and the unification of 
child service groups—attendance, 


hygiene, tests and measurements 

and guidance. 

Continuance of an economy 
program along the lines suggest- 
ed by the school board’s special 
committee. 

The transaction of all School 
Board business at meetings open 
to the public and the press, ex- 
cept in instances where the char- 
acter and ability of a school em- 
ploye are discussed, 

Program “In a Nutshell.” 

Hickey said he could summarize 
his whole program in a “nutshell.” 

“T want to restore the public’s 

confidance in the St. Louis school 
system and get it back on an even 
ktel,” he said. “I want to prove 
that it’s being run on the square in 
every way.” 
. He said he was going to spend 
a “lot. of time” in the _ schools, 
probably devoting the most of each 
morning to this purpose, 

“T’ll be able to see if the pririci- 
pals are doing their job well,” he 
said. “They are the representatives 
of. the superintendent in the 
schools and upon them the proper 
functioning of the whole system 
depends.” 

' Hickey promised quick action in 
getting his program under way. 

“All I want,” he said, “is a free 
hand to do what I think is right. 
Then if my program doesn’t sat- 
isfy the board and the public, I’m 
willing to step out. 

Promises “No Favors.” 

“There will be no favors for 
board members, and there will be 
no palace politics. If I discover 
that any teacher has importuned 
a board member for a promotion, 
that teacher will be called before 


|the board.” 


Hickey said the ‘oard should 
forget the “sore spots” of the An- 
derson controversy and “get down 
to the business of educating the 
children.” ; 

He added that “it will be neces- 
sary to make changes in the in- 
terests of a new administration— 
if you want to call that ‘cleaning 
house,’ all right...

_Company’s Interpretation. 

“This order of the War Depart- 
ment,” the company spokesman 
said, “restores him to the status 
of the date of the order, as an 
employe under suspension and ac- 
cused of violation of Rule 14 of 
the Personal Conduct Code of com- 
pany rules, 

“Charges before the company 
disciplinary board against Mr. 
Bunzy were allowed to lie dormant 
following receipt of the War De- 
partment’s order of dismissal, and 
Mr. Bunzy now faces these charges 
before the disciplinary board, 
which has not yet met to consider 
the case.” 

The spokesman was unable to 
say when the disciplinary board 
would consider the charges, in 
which Bunzy is accused of enter- 
ing a restricted plant area without 
authorization.

acted on by the committee, adding 
that some slight changes might be 
made. 

He said adoption of the new 
levy would eliminate a House-ap- 
proved provision in the revenue 
bill calling for the advance col- 
lection of income through a 5 per 
cent assessment against wages, in- 
terest and dividends, less specified 
exemptions. Thus only 5 per cent, 
of an individual’s earnings above 
the basic exemption of.$624 a year 
would be withheld from his salary 
or other income. | 

The proposal for establishment of 
a joint committee to study the com- 
pulsory savings question was 
adopted unanimously on a motion 
of Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 
Senator Radcliffe (Dem.), Mary- 
land, said the Treasury had submit- 
ted three complicated schedules to 
the committee involving lowering 
of present income tax exemptions 
and increases in rates. 

The plan apparently most fa- 
vored by the Treasury, he said, 
combines rate increases with a re- 
duction in exemptions to $400 for 
single persons and $800 for mar- 
ried pairs, with $200 credit being 
allowed for dependents. 

Radcliffe said Treasury officials 
objected that the 5 per cent “vic- 
tory” tax would be difficult to ad- 
minister, particularly as to pro- 
visions for post-war credits and 
debt deductions. 

Radcliffe said the Treasury plans 
involved no postwar rebate or debt 
credit provisions, the full amount 
of collections under the Treasury 
proposal to be retained as direct 
taxes. 

As .outlined to the committee, 
the 5 per cent “victory” tax would 
levy amounts ranging from $8.80 
yearly on a person with $800 an- 
nual earnings to $99,968 on one 
with two million dollarg annual 
income. 


Range of Credits. 


Debt and post-war rebate cred- 
its would range from $2.20 in the 
$800 annual income class to a max- 
imum of $500 a year for a single 
person. A married person with 
two dependents would have a 
credit of $3.87 in the $800 annual 
income class, ranging up to the 
$1200 maximum as income mount- 
ed above $50,000 a year. 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, of the House Ways 
and Means Committee disclaimed 
responsibility on the part of con- 
gressional committees for any de- 
lay in passage of tax legislation. 
He declared in an interview: 
“The Treasury changed its pro- 
posals (for wartime increases in 
revenue) s0 many times we 
couldn't keep up with it.” 

He said he wanted to make it 
clear that he was not criticising 
the Treasury, because its task “is 
a big job,” but he insisted that “no 
committee ever worked more 
earnestly, more diligently” . than

National Committeeman 
Triumphs Over Don- 
nell in Defeating Mis- 
souri G. O. P. Chair- 
‘ man. | | —

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 9. — 
The success of Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman Barak T. 
Mattingly in electing Grover W. 
Dalton of Poplar Bluff to the 
chairmanship of the Republican 
State Committee has brought him 
to the front as the Republican 
“boss” of the State, the first it has 


had for 20 years. 

Mattingly triumphed over Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell and Charles 
Ferguson, defeated chairman, who 
sought re-election. He counted in 
his forces virtually all of the Gov- 
ernor’s major appointees. 

The selection of Dalton in a 
fight engineered by Mattingly un- 
doubtedly means Ferguson and his 
friends will begin immediately lay- 
ing the groundwork of a campaign 
to defeat Mattingly for re-election 
as National Committeeman in 
1944, which will mean a fight to 
control the election of delegates 
to the next Republican national 
convention.

As a matter of fact, Mattingly's 
strength has been built up with 
the Governor’s aid, the Governor 
listening much more to him than 
to Ferguson, the party chairman, 
on matters of patronage, The re- 
sult has been that many men sup- 
ported by Mattingly have received 
the choice State jobs, ‘while few 
of those suggested by Ferguson 
have been given posts of impor- 
tance. Thus, when the time came 
for Mattingly to reach for power 
in the State organization, he had 
a well-built army of politicians in 
key positions controlling votes on 
the State committee. 

No Aid for Ferguson, 

There never was a time when 
the Governor could not have 
brought about Ferguson's re-elec- 
tion had he but said the word to 
his appointees. He took the posi- 
tion that it was not proper for the 
Governor to attempt to contro) the 
action of the State Committee, and 
he did not turn a hand for Fergu- 
son. His appointees, however, were 
not averse to using their power to 
line up votes, a power they used 
without hindrance from the Gov- 
ernor. 

In repudiating Ferguson, the 
State organization ousted from 
party office the man who had di- 
rected the first winning campaign 
the party has had in the State 
sinice 1928 and the man who suc- 
cessfully directed the Republican 
strategy when the Democratic or- 
ganization attempted to steal the 
governorship from Donnell through 
its control of a majority of the 
members of the last Legislature. 
It has been generally accepted 
among Republicans that Donnell 
would not be Governor had it not 
been for Ferguson. 

Dalton, the new chairman, served 
in that office three years a little 
less than 10 years ago and is popu- 
lar with his party. It is doubtful 
that Mattingly could have found a 
stronger candidate personally to 
bring out for the chairmanship. 
Dalton and Ferguson have been 
friends for many years, and Dal- 
ton’s consent to become a candi- 
date was not given until after Fer- 
guson had indicated his intention 
to voluntarily retire from the of- 


fice, ; 
Mattingly’s Position. 

It is probable that Ferguson 
would not have reconsideréd his 
decision to retire had it not been 
that Dalton emerged as the candi- 
date of Mattingly and of Frederick 
Steuck, former secretary to the 
Governor and now chairman of the 
Public Service Commission. 

As it stands now, Mattingly is in- 
a strongly entrenched position. He 
contrels a majority of the State 
Committee, its chairman was elect- 
ed through his efforts and, with a 
Governor who either doesn’t know 
much about practical politics or 
won't play the politicians’ game, 
he has the support of most of the 
men who control the jobs of some 
3000 State employes. 

This gives Mattingly a great po- 
litical strength, but that is not like- 
ly to deter Ferguson, William F. 
Phares of Maryville, Hillis R. Les- 
lie of Memphis, John J. Robison of 
Maysville and other Republicans in 
the faction just now in eclipse from 
putting forth their best efforts ‘to

What does Stalingrad mean to 
us? 

It may mean an autumn offen- 
sive against Moscew. If you won- 
der what Moscow means to Britain 
and America, just imagine how 
long and unpredictable and blood- 
soaked the war would look to you 
if some morning you read that the 
Nazis had taken Russia's capital. 
Stalingrad may very well mean to 
us that Russia’s great and brave 
armies will be thrown on the de- 
fensive for one or.two more years. 
If it falls, it will surely mean that 
Russia’s offensive powers will be 
gravely sapped or paralyzed for an 
inestimable period, 


Stalingrad in Nazi hands would 
mean that all the territory between 
the Lower Volga and Leningrad, 
virtually all the remainder of Eu- 
ropean Russia, would be reduced to 
the most painful mininum in food 
supplies and to the serious curtail- 
ment of gasoline and many other 
war-waging materials. If the Ger- 
mans take Stalingrad they will 
have won a mighty pivotal position 
from which they would have the 
brightest propects of pinning the 
Russians behind the Volga or push- 
ing them back toward the Urals 
and Asia. 


2,000,000 Men for West. 


Above everything else, Stalin- 
grad would free Hitler’s hands to 
turn West again: To fortify the 
whole Nazi-Russian front through- 
out the winter, then to leave no 
more than 1,500,000 men to hold 
Germany’s new Eastern Siegfried 
line throughout 1943 and settle 
with the British and Americans in 
Western Europe. 

If Stalingrad falls it can be tak- 
en as assured that more than half 
of the German armies now in Rus- 
sia will be massed along and be- 
hind Europe’s Atlantic Coast by 
spring. That would mean some 
two million veteran German and 
Axis troops stationed in fortifica-

‘What About the Second Front?’ 


‘We Must Hopé, but It Will Be Better and 
Wiser If We Depend on Ourselves Alone,’

Twenty-six or 27 years ago, other 
Russian officers in much more 
brilliant uniforms walked down 
this great, bannistered staircase 
and went off to the front, where 
the Germans found most of them 
mere babes as military strategists. 
Now, other Russian majors and 
colonels were coming down these 
same stairs, some using the ban- 
nisters to take the place of a leg, 
one young captain partly lifted by 
the strong arm of a nurse around 
his waist, 

If these stairs could talk, how 
much romance, gayety, folly and 
misery they could tell! But they 
need not talk for you to see the 
contrast. These wounded men 
have rougher hands and simpler, 
yet much stronger faces, than the 
princes who once lived here. 
Against German armies, which are 
more devastatingly powerful than 
the Kaiser's, these officers have 
shown such fortitude, skill and 
leadership as Russian Army com- 
manders have demonstrated only 
at rare periods throughout Rus- 
sia’s long history. 

Audience Attentive. 

In Czarist days this was prob- 
ably a ballroom, but it now serves 
as a hospital's assembly and rec- 
reation room. It still has har- 
monious decorations, some fine 
paintings on its walls, but perhaps 
it never held a more attentive 
audience. My Russian war cor- 
respondent speaks well. The faces 
before hmi are keen and intelli- 
gent. 

Most of these faces are well 
worth studying. An artist with a 
sketchbook would have much ma- 
terial here. I like especially the 
big fellow with a patch over his 
left eye and a deep scar running 
across his broad forehead.

He came from the Don 
Basin and, to escape the Germans, 
his wife and daughter evacuated to 
Novorossiisk which the Nazis now 
are also approaching.

Asks If We Have Price Control. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

OME time ago, Secretary of Agricul- 

ture Wickard issued a statement in 
St. Louis advising all of us to use foods 
in season, perishable foods and foods that 
are produced in abundance. Mr. Wickard 
suggested that we use, more milk and 
eat more cheese. 

Perhaps Mr. Wickard has forgotten 
that there seems to be no ceiling on 
dairy products. Most of us were made 
to understand that the reason we had no 
ceiling on certaim foods was that in 
their season we could expect a lower 
retail price than we paid in March. 

Butter, eggs and cheese are three of 
those commodities: Why should their 
price have increased so much _ since 
March? What will we be paying next 
winter for these foods if our Government 
takes no hand? How many needy will 
be denied these body-building and health- 
giving foods because their income has 
not increased, and they cannot pay their 


. increased taxes and buy these foods at 


unreasonable prices at the same time? 

There are many people whose income 
has not increased. There are some whose 
income has decreased. There are others 
whose thrifty business has been forced 
to close. How will they manage? 

Wesley McCune, assistant editor in the 
Washington bureau of Newsweek, wrote 
an article for Harper’s Magazine: “How 
to Cut the Cost of Milk.” This article 
was reprinted in the July issue of Read- 
er’s Digest. Mr. McCune tells us that 
milk surplus has always been a problem. 
He also tells us that if our dairies made 
deliveries every other day, as much as 
1% cents per quart could be saved. 

John T, Flynn wrote an article: “De- 
troit’s Fighting Milkman.” It was pub- 
lished in the September issue of Read- 
er’s Digest. Mr. Flynn tells us that the 
largest cost-eater in marketing milk is 
house delivery. He says that if we cut 
a@ penny from the price paid by the con- 
sumer, we could increase milk consump- 
tion by 25 per cent, 

Well, we have our every-other-day de 
livery. Our dairies have cut their deliv- 
ery cost. Will they pass along part of 
that saving to help keep down the cost 
of living for their fellow-countrymen? 

The Post-Dispatch, Aug, 31, published 
an article: “Many Foods Up Despite 
Ceilings, Price of Some Doubled in 
Year.” That statement is right! But the 
article also lists present prices, thos: of 
last March and a year ago. Current price 
of eggs is listed at 35 cents 2 dozen; but- 
ter, 41 cents a pound and cheese at 23 
cents a pound. Where can we find such 
bargains? Our merchant tells us that 
he is paying prices above these. 

Price ceilings are supposed to cover 
meat. When you go to a butcher, who 
in March and April carried three grades 
of bacon, he offers you middle-grade 
meat at top price. If you object, he says 
that it is the best grade obtainable, If 
you ask for a cheaper grade, he is all 
out. Week in and week out, this gets 
to be a monotonous story. 

In wartime there are lots of rackets. 
The food racket is a well known “fifth 
columnist.” It’s time the consumers had 
something to say about these things.

When President Roosevelt announced the mis- 


sion of Wendell Willkie to our distant allies, he 


mentioned “such relatively unimportant places as 
Iran and Iraq as destinations, but failed to name 
China. This inevitably offended Chungking and the 
next day the omission was repaired with the belated 
addition of China to Mr. Willkie’s itinerary. 

In his Labor day address, President Roosevelt 
listed four main areas of combat—the Russian front, 
the Pacific Ocean area, the Mediterranean area, the 
European area. It would be an unwarranted as- 
sumption to say that he included China in the Pacific 
Ocean area; his references to the Solomon Islands 
and Midway showed that Mr. Roosevelt had in mind 
our own forces and our meetings with the enemy. 

The President said the Russians “are fighting not 
only bravely but brilliantly”; he said that Russia 
“wilt hold out, and with the help of her allies will 
ultimately drive every’ Nazi from her soil.” 

So are the Chinese fighting bravely and brilliantly. 
Indeed, at the moment as for the past two weeks, 
Chiang Kai-shek’s battle-worn :soldiers provide. us 
with bright news. Taking the offensive, they have 
recaptured much ground, have inflicted heavy losses 
on the Japanese and generally have caused a sur- 
prisingly hopeful turn to the war in the Orient. 

It would be bad enough thus to slight a brave 
people who have been fighting an Axis invader for 
five years, whose present struggle really began 11 
years ago when Japan seized Manchuria. There are 
signs that the slight may be having consequences 
more serious than offense to pride and hurt feelings. 
The whole question of Chinese-American relations 
may well be involved. 

After four years as Ambassador to Washington, 
Dr. Hu Shih, has just been recalled by Chungking. 
This is a loss to both China and the United States— 
a serious loss. Slight..modest, quick-witted Dr, Hu 
is one of the eminent scholars of the world. Re- 
garded as the most outstanding Chinese philosopher 
since Confucius, he has put his scholarship to the 
most practical kind of use; it is due to him more 
than to anyone else that the ordinary people of 
China now have a form’ of expression which 
they can read as well as speak. His American edu- 
cation, at Cornell and Columbia universities, his de- 
votion to American democracy and his natural ease 
among Americans and their talk, made him a doubly 
valuable man. 

It would seem that every nation would seek for 
a representative so expressive of the best of its cul- 
ture and life and, having found him, would keep him 
in Washington as long as possible. It would seem that 
a diplomat so outstanding in intellect, so diligent in 
his work even at cost to his health, would be ap- 
preciated ag much in his native land as he has been 
throughout the United States, _ 

Yet Dr. Hu Shih has been called home and a 
successor has been named. Is this because Chung- 
king thinks that China has not been treated with 
full fairness by its allies, especially the United 
States? Is it because Gen. Chiang Kai-shek wants 
someone to press still harder the urgent case of 
China? Is it because the beleaguered Chinese Gen- 
eralissimo hopes that a more insistent bargainer 
can get more for his war-torn people? 

. Our, own administration in Washington, with its 
slights -to China and its repeated discriminations 
against our heroic Oriental ally, can have been the 
chief cause for the recall of this brilliant, timeless 


| man of the world. We think Chiang Kai-shek makes 


a mistake in taking him out of the United States; 
we wish Dr. Hu an opportunity for equally dis- 
tinguished service at home. 

And we hope that one result will be henceforth 
a continuous awareness in Washington of the bravery 
and sacrifice and valiant service of Hu Shih’s people.

Washington shows gratifying signs today of join- 
ing the President in getting down to the serious 
business of waging “the toughest war of all time.”

The war, of course, has been a tremendous goad 
to these inventive chaps, and as they: discover some 
new material of death or some new device of de- 
struction, some peacetime counterpart always pops 
into-their heads... Thus, they are now talking of 
automobiles with waterless radiators and gasless 
fuel tanks, of leatherless shoes and fertilizers which 
will give us virtually farmerless farms. Clothless 
clothing is old stuff, and so are foodless meals. 

It’s going to be a wonderful world, but we can’t 
help being assailed by the sneaking doubt that it 
may turn out a little like the fairy tale Emperor 
who really didn’t have any splendid robes at all. 
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DOING IT THE HARD waY. 

The Senate Finance Committee yesterday pitched 
the Treasury's “spending tax” out of the window with 
an emZ%hatic 12-to-0 vote, The chief objection to the 
proposal, judging by the public statements of com- 
mittee members, was that it was too complicated. 

However, just as soon as the astuté gentlemen 
were able to dust off their hands after this resound- 
ing blow for clarity and simplicity, they adopted 
a “Victory tax” thought up by their chairman, Sena- 
tor George of Georgia, which calls for a 5 per cent 
levy on all-incomes above $624, 

A close student of the matter may well conclude 
that this is a little less complicated than the Treasury 
‘Suggestion, but it is clear to the layman that it 
would sop up only about half as much excess pur- 
chasing power. The Treasury plan called for the 
collection of $6,500,000,000. Under the “Victory tax,” 
only about $3,500,000,000 would come in. 

That’s about the chief difference between the two 
except that the Victory tax ignores the principle of 
ability to pay in so far as it is a flat tax rather than 
a progressive levy. Both represent a combination of 
a straight tax with the compulsory ‘savings idea, 
and, therefore, both call for post-war rebates. 

Just like the Treasury plan; the “Victory tax” is 
regarded by the committee ag a method for avoiding 
the imposition of a straight sales tax. It is good to 
know that these gentlemen are afraid of a sales tax 
—if not out of a desire to avoid its obvious inequity, 
then at least out of fear. of its effect at the polls.

It must include 
a tax program as well as the stabilization of wages 
and prices.

A group of Polish writers, artists and 
political leaders, who are today in exile in 
England, recently published in London a 
“Declaration of Human Rights.” In view of 
the’ importance of this document as a politi- 
cal program, Poland Fights reproduces the 
following passages from it: 


HE world has undergone fundamental 
T changes. The obstacles in the way to a 

happier and more perfect existence no 
longer reside in the forces of nature, but in 
the social contradictions which have not 
yet been solved by nations and societies. In 
the century when man achieved the greatest 
advances in scientific and technical civiliza- 
tion, he sowed the seeds of both his great- 
ness and his ruin. 

The disparities in the degrees of progress 
made in the fields of technics and of educa- 
tion, in the organization of life and in 
morals, have given rise to the present dan- 
gerous situation in which the conquests of 
science are turned into terrible weapons of 
destruction. The conquest of space, rather 
than bringing the peoples of the world into 
closer and friendlier relations, keeps them 
apart, in hostility and fear. 

The skies, which have been opened to us 
by the airplanes’ wings, now strike at us 
with a force far more deadly than blasts 
of thunder. Machines, invested with tre- 
mendous power, now work not for the bene- 
fit of mankind but for its destruction, The 
world has become the hunting ground for 
human greed, Hatred, cruelty, war, intoler- 
ance and fraud today possess weapons and 
power never before known in history. 

If, after this war, the life of man is still 
ruled by the laws of force and violence, all 
our efforts, all our sacrifice and suffering 
will have been in vain. 

The new world, the world we are fighting 
for, must forever put an end to wars, to 
cruelty and intolerance, to social misery 
and injustice. The new society, the new 
organization of life, must be achieved by 
planning on a world-wide scale, but t 
planning .must never violate the funda- 


mental rights of the individual. 


The present war is but a stage in the long 
struggle for human rights. The outcome of 
this war will provide an answer to the cru- 
cial question: Will man become the free 
master of the inexhaustible riches of the 
earth, or will he be the servant of the 
machine and of the tyranny inherent in 
certain types of human organization, the 
slave of the strongest and most unscrupu- 
lous individuals and nations? 

Moved by deep concern for the future of 
mankind, and following in the footsteps of 
H. G. Wells and Judge Sankey, we have 
prepared the Polish Declaration of Human 
Rights. The ideal of Human Rights today 
transcends the boundaries of state and petty 
political considerations, and unites the peo- 
ple of all nations, fighting and suffering in 
slavery. 

The Polish group which drew up the 
Declaration of Human Rights has sought to 
expand the English declaration into a docu- 
ment of universal significance, and to bring 
it nearer to the needs and conditions of the 
peoples on the Continent.

Human Rights: 


The Right to Live. Equality Before the Law. 

It is every man’s inalienable right to 
share in the natural resources and in the 
material and cultural achievements of 
humanity. All men, regardless of sex, race, 
color, origin, nationality, religion, or con- 
victions, are equal before the law. 


Freedom of Thought, 
Personal Freedom. 
Universal Education, 

Science and education must be made ac- 
cessible to all. Society must provide each 
individual with free education according to 
his abilities. The parents or guardians have 
the right to educate the child and to @‘er- 
mine its e and religion, provided 
they do not violate any fundamental human 
rights in doing so. 

The Right to Work. 

Society must safeguard every man’s right 
to gainful employment in a job of his free 
choice, as well as to shelter, clothing and 
the satisfaction of elementary human needs. 
Earnings should correspond to the contribu- 
tion of the individual to the welfare and 
culture of society. People unable to work 
or temporarily unemployed must be pro- 
vided for by society. 


The Right to Private Property. 

Every individual has the right to own 
property legally acquired. The ownership of 
such property must be protected by society. 
The ownership of the means of production, 
of land, natural resources, transportation 
facilities, and of other public utilities, as 
well as the monetary system, must be sub- 
ordinate to the needs of society. 


The Right to a Home and to Freedom 
of Movement. , 
No one may be forcibly removed from his 
home, land, or country. Every person has 
the right to move about freely throughout 
the world. 


.Freedom of Legislation. | 
Society is the only source of law. No 
law should be obligatory unless it has been 
adopted by the general vote of all adult 
citizens, or by their representatives, elected 
through universal franchise. 


The Rights and Duties of a Citizen.

One of the fundamental conilitions for 
the establishment and continued existence 
of the human rights is the equality and in- 
dependence of nations.

have had nearly three years to 
build and perfect. 

Who can tell what the Volga 
may mean? It has always meant 
food—strong bodies for millions of 
peasants and soldiers. In wartime 
it means invaluable thousands 
upon thousands of tons of the 
sinews of war quite as much as 
the weapons with which to fight 
starvation. Stalingrad is the Volga 
and the Volga cuts through the 
heart of every Russian. 

Who can tell what Stalingrad 
means to the American and Brit- 
ish people? It means that Nazi 
Germany is fighting on two fronts, 
or it means two million or three 
million crack German troops 
fighting again on one front against 
a British and American expedi- 
tionary force next year. It means 
that Russia’s magnificent fighting 
men still are free to attack, or it 
means the immobilization of the 
Soviet Union’s war-battered forces 
for an inestimable period. 

The battle for Stalingrad has 
brought Hitler closer to the con- 
solidation of a winning position in 
the war than anything Nazi arms 
have achieved in three years of 
conflict. If the Germans take Stal- 
ingrad it is very likely to mean 
from two to four more years of 
war for the American and Brit- 
ish people. It would be little short 
of providential intervention if it 
should prove to mean less than 
that. 

This is why Stalingrad is more 
than Tobruk or Singapore; why it 
may mean to Americans as much 
as Yorktown or Appomattox—in 
whatever way. ’ f 
Today the Red Star addresses 
these words to every battle- 
grimed Russian soldier:

Three citizens who returned to 
America from Japanese occupied 
China on the exchange liner Grips- 


holm, Aug. 25, were in St. Louis! 


today and told of their experiences 
at the hands of the Japanese. They 
were Dr. and Mrs. Joseph S. Pyne, 
who after 17 years in Japan and 
Hongkong, were imprisoned for 
nearly six months in a Japanese 
prison camp and who are visiting 
relatives en route to their Modesto 
(Cal.) home, and Judge Nelson E. 
Lurton, United States Commission- 
er for Shanghai and a practicing 
attorney there for 23 years, 

The horrors of. Japanese occupa- 
tion are still fresh in the minds of 
the Pynes, who received “milder 
treatment than most,” they told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, because Dr. 
Pyne had taught dental surgery for 
seven years at Kobe and Osaka in 
Japan and had received Imperial 
commendation for his work there. 
Dr. Pyne served as interpreter for 
8000 Europeans imprisoned at Stan- 
ley prison camp. 

“T'll never forget the crying and 
weeping of the hundreds. of wound- 
ed and dying Canadian soldiers I 
saw bayoneted and tortured by the 
Japanese at Hongkong,” Dr. Pyne 
said at the home of his brother, 
Dr. H. 8S. Pyne, 5329 Mardel avenue. 
“But the police and _ secret 
agents,” Mrs. Pyne interjected, 
“they were much more brutal than 
the Imperial Army and Navy.” 

: Attack on Hongkong. 
When the attack on Hongkong 
began, they told the reporter, they 
thought it was just practice ma- 
neuvers and Dr. Pyne went to his 
office, as usual. At noon, when 
he learned from an American Clip- 
per executive that war had begun, 
he rushed home and with his wife 
hastily gathered a few . clothes, 
some bedding and food and hurried 
to Hongkong ferry, to seek refuge 
at their home on the island. 

They waited, exposed to the 
bombing and strafing of the Jap- 
anese, for four hours. On the 
island, their home was taken over 
the next day by the Canadians, and 
they went to live with American 
Vice-Consul John Bruins. 

Dr, Pyne later tried to return to 
his office and narrowly escaped 
death when the ferry was dive- 
bombed and machine - gunned. 
“Turning back,” he said, “I was 
forced to hug building walls to 
escape the fire of snipers — fifth 
— on top of build- 
ngs.” 

At the Vice-Consul’s house, they 
soon found themselves in “no-man's 
land” with fighting all around 
them. 

“Id wake up at night and hear 
on every side the pup-pup-pup of. 
machine guns,” Dr. Pyne said. 
The men had to walk three miles 
to get rationed food, cross two 
gaps at the side of hills where they 
were “just like moving targets at a 
shooting gallery.” On one such 
jaunt, the doctor tripped on a body 
and feli, just as a piece of shrap- 
nell struck his helmet, knocking 
him unconscious for several min- 
utes. | 
On Jan. 5, Mrs. Pyne said, they 
were seized and placed in solitary 
confinement in Chinese brothels in 
Hongkong, where they stayed for 
three weeks without food except 
for what could be sneaked by dang- 
ling a rope out a window to loyal 
Chinese below. 

Taken to Prison Camp. 
More. than 100 persons were con- 
fined on one floor in their building, 
sharing one toilet. The Pynes slept 
on the floor with another pair in 
their six-by-seven-foot cubicle and 
tried to keep warm. 
Later they were herded three 
mileg to Stanley Prison Camp, at 
which point some of the hardest 
fighting had occurred. When they 
arrived at the camp, the bodies of 
dead soldiers remained unburied, 
and the prisoners made burial of 
the soldiers their first job. 
They were served a bowl of rice 
twice a day and a soup made of 
fish heads, alfalfa and Congo eel,

“Mouutains of food were piled on 
the deck, and we gorged ourselves 
so that many of us became ill,” Dr. 
Pyne said. 

“Mental Torture.” 

Judge Lurton, who practiced law 
here before going to Shanghai and 
who is with his family at the home 
of his sister-in-law, Miss Jessie 
Houghtlin, 5966 Enright avenue, 
was arrested in February and “held 
in detention” at the Cathay Hotel. 
Although under “mental torture,” 
he said, he was not abused phys- 
ically and was given “three square 
American meals a day.” 

He said the Japanese, who treat- 
ed the Chinese with great brutal- 
ity when they took Shanghai in 
1937, now are attempting to placate 
them, although instances of ter- 
rorism persist.

Not a Pearl Harbor. 


It is utterly indefensible and an 
insult to a band of gallant people 
some of whom are now dead, to 
liken the Dutch Harbor episode to 
the Pearl Harbor attack, as did 
one nationally read United States 
publication. Far from being sur- 
prised, the Dutch Harbor crowd 
was thoroughly on the alert for 
just such an assault, as. they had 
been every day since Dec. 7. One 
testimony to this is the amount of 
anti-aircraft fire which greeted the 
visitors, and astonished and n- 
icked them. They were just as 
surprised by the number of air- 
planes which showed up from 
bases they evidently had known 
nothing about, 

Neither is it true, as some ac- 
counts have it, that the Army and 
Navy up here have been “unco- 
ordinating” like cats and dogs. 
During the heat of the early en- 
gagements and searches, unfortu- 
nate remarks were made by cer- 
tain officers which were quickly 
and mutually forgotten and for- 
given. They had been based on 
simple misunderstanding of each 
other’s functions, particularly as 
concerns aviation. 


Failure of System. 


This is not primarily an indict- 
ment of leaderg on the scene, but 
of a system of flight training and 
aviation preparedness that has 
failed utterly to instill in our Army 
and Navy flyers a proper appre- 
ciation of each other’s methods, 
doctrines and equipment. A few 
days, even hours, of joint opera- 
tional training would have been 
sufficient to iron out the worst of 
these matters. As it was, our lads, 
many of whom were utterly green 
to such joint tactics as the situa- 
tion required, had to get their ex- 
perience the hard way, under com- 
bat conditions, and some of them 
paid for it with their lives, | 

Nevertheless, both our Army and 
Navy pilots and crews distin- 
guished themselves by the manner 
in which they overcame nearly in- 
superable handicaps, including the 
weather, and inflicted telling blows 
on the enemy. They have flown 
and are regularly flying in condi- 
tions sufficient in peacetime to 
ground the most reckless of Arctic 
flyers and bush pilots. 

Without exception, military and 
naval authorities here agree the 
lessons taught by this Aleutian air 
war are invaluable, if fully and 
promptly applied by training au- 
thorities. This is an air war, but 
it is largely an over-water air war, 
here and elsewhere, This requires 
special kinds of training and oper- 
ational co-Ordination both between

More than that, \the jockeys’ 
union has induced the operators of 
America’s 50 racetracks to pay the 
premiums on these policies, The 
riders pay $20 a year dues to the 
guild, which in turn protects the 
riders’ interests in the matter of 
injuries and other trials.

“There are many instances where

EIGHTH CAPTAIN CAPTURED 
~ BY U-BOAT THAT SINKS SHIP 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP).— 
Disclosure that another ship cap- 
tain was taken prisoner by an 
Axis submarine, the eighth knows 
to have been so treated, was made 
today as the Navy announced the 
sinking of his American freighter 
last July in the South Atlantic. 

The loss of the freighter brought 
the Associated Press total of an- 
nounced neutral and United Na- 
tions sinkings in the Western At- 
lantic since Pearl Harbor to 460.

YOUR NOSE has been assailed 
with a number of different odors 
and it has become the receptacie 
for quite a quantity of street dirt 
Is it any wonder that the head 
bears the brunt of the fatigue re- 
action of all this activity and that 
you have a fatigue headache? It 
is unquestionably the commonest 
form of headache. 

Any. kind of poison or toxin 
seems to go to the head first and 
headache is reliably the first in 
dication of a cold or a fever. 

These are all occasional or acute 
headaches. The chronic headache 
is not so easy to deal with or to 
explain. The common chronic head- 
ache, as Dr. Hugh Patrick, of 
Chicago, used to tell his students, 
is not an ache at all. 

The patient: will describe it as 
a pressure, or fullness, or feeling 
of emptiness, or dragging, or dizzi- 
ness, or unsteadiness, or tension, 
or flickering, or feeling as if the 
head contained a liquid which 
changed its level at each move- 
ment and so on ad finitum. These 
neurotic headaches are easier to 
describe than to cure. Medicines 
are no good for them, in fact 
should be avoided. Psychological 
treatment is best. 


x * * 


THE OTHER FORM of chronic 
headache is migraine, or sick head- 
ache. It is recurrent and comes in 
spells and runs in families. Nobody 
knows what causes it. 

It begins in young adult life and 
usually disappears in middle age. 
It never kills, that is one thing 
to be said in its favor. Most pa- 
tients have their own system ' of 
treatment. As I wrote some time 
ago a number of people tell me 
that if they do not drink water 
during or before the attack it 
shortens it. They usually know 
when the attack is coming on and 
they stop drinking water as soon 
as these symptoms appear. 

These ideas of laymen have re- 
cently received official confirma- 
tion from Dr. Temple Fay, of 
Philadelphia, who believes that 
congestion causes a stretching of 
the menrbranes and if the water 
consumption is cut off the amount 
of blood in the sinuses of the head 
is reduced and hence the stretch- 
ing is lessened. a

“Women don’t have to look into 
the tea leaves or have their horo- 
scopes read to learn that they’re 
going to have to take over bonged 
tasks in this war effort,” Miss 
Hickey said. “I don't want to 
minimize the importance of volun- 
teer services with such organiza- 
tions as the Red Cross and the 
U. 8S. O. Women must keep up 
these services, handle their com- 
munity responsibilities, but they 


must also now enter into a much | 


wider theater of service in the war 
- effort.”

Specifically called the Women’s 


Division of the War Manpower 
Commission, the committee of 
which Miss Hickey is chairman is 
a policy making group which will 
soon hold its first meeting to con- 
sider what line of action should be 
taken in recruiting women for war 
production work. As of 
this group, Miss Hickey is taking 
over the job with no preconceived 
ideas as to what should be done, 
and she emphasized that she could 
not yet offer any official opinions. 

“But,” she said, “it is obvious 
that one of three things will have 
to be done, Hither we will have 
recruiting stations set up over 
the country where women can vol- 
unteer for work in jobs in war 
production, or we will have a vol- 


untary registration of all women. 


and depend for results upon an 
appeal to their patriotism, or we 
will have a compulsory registra- 
tion, in which every woman be- 
tween, say, the ages of 18 and 
44, will have to register just as 
the men did under the Selective 
Service Act.” 


In commenting on the need for 
women in war production, McNutt 
said recently: “One out of every 
four housewives, perhaps one out 
of every three between the ages 
of 18 and 44 will be employed.” 
Last December 1,400,000 women 
were already employed in war pro- 
duction; by the end of 1943, that 
figure must be boosted to 6,000,000 
to release able-bodied men now 
employed in industry for service 
with our armed forces,

Miss Hickey pointed out. “Statis-.

ECAUSE the American woman 

has long displayed an amazing 

ability for solving difficulties, 
Miss Hickey believes that the Wom- 
an’s Division of the War Manpower | 
Commission will have no trouble 
in persuading some five million 
to step from comparative ease into 
the hard labor of war production 
industry within the next year. 


“The American woman has al- 
ways had a job to do,” she said. 
“First it was the heartbreaking 
Job of leaving an old and familiar 
world for the risks of the new and 
untried-on this continent. Then 
came the backbreaking job of 
building homes in the wilderness 
where there were no soap operas, 
no automatic can openers, no juke 
boxes and nto aspirin. Then came 
the even more difficult task of 
building a united nation out of all 
the differences in faiths and cul- 
tures and ways of life. The women 
of today are not so far removed 
from those women who accom- 
plished all these things. And the 
women of today will meet the chal- 
lenge in the battle of production.” 

Asked what ‘constitutes “a war 
worker,” Miss Hickey’ replied: “A 
woman employed in airplane, ship- 
building or ordnance is a war 
worker; so is the woman employed 
in the essential civilian plants and 
industries and in the essential 
services. The woman who works 
in agriculture is a war worker and 
so is the woman who performs 
important community services, in 
education, child welfare, morale 
building. All of us must ask our- 
selves if we fall into one of those 
categories. If we don’t, it is our 
responsibility in this democracy to 
get ready to pull a load. There 
will be no untouched home or job. 
Women should start right now 
looking over their skills and abill- 
ties. No woman any longer has 
the right to say, ‘I see where war 
industry is going to need five mil- 
lion women, but that doesn’t mean 
me.’ ” 

As chairman of the Women’s 
Division of the War Manpower 
Commission, Miss Hickey will 
serve without compensation. Her 
work will concern not only the 
policy for recruiting women for the 
war production labor force, but the 
adoption of policies for training 
these women as well.

Bid of. Three 
No Trump Not 


“Game Closing’

N yesterday’s column I discussed 
the meaning of a jump response 
of three no trump to partner’s 
suit bid at the two level. In the 
limited space available I could not 
go into all the ramifications of this 
matter, hence would like to discuss 
it further today.

The bidding in any good game 
would undoubtedly start off as fol- 
lows: 

North East South Weat 

lelub Pass ispade Pass 

2clubs Pass 2no trump Pass 


Now, whether or not North 
made another bid would depend 
on several factors, such ag the 
vulnerability, his partner’s playing 
ability, the opponents’ skill on de- 
fense, etc. But one point would 
be very clear in North’s mind, that 
two no trump bid did not 
necessarily guarantee to take eight 
tricks &t a no trump contact; 
that it might be much in the na- 
ture of a “feeler.” Hence, what- 
ever decision North made would 
have to be based on the under- 
standing that some risk would be 
involved in bidding for game. 

This brings us to the more im- 
portant phase that I wish to dis- 
cuss. Let us suppose that South 
actually held, instead of the cards 
shown above: 
4AJI95 YKIZ G©A106 4742 

It will be. observed: that this 
hand containg precisely qne more 
honor trick than the South hand 
in the full deal. Yet it would be @ 
grave error for South to regaré 
that additional honor trick as jus- 
tification for a three no trump call 
In this case simple arithmetic 
is deceiving. A three no trump 
call, as against a two no trump bid 
in this situation, should announce 
more than a one trick difference. 
By its very nature, a two no 
trump bid is only a tentative or 
investigating bid, whereas three 
no trumps should be reserved for 
the announcement that at least 
nine tricks at trump seem safe 
to the bidder. There are many rea- 
sons for this difference, one of 
them being that a two no trump is 
almost always sufficient for the 
reaching of game—partner is not 
likely to pass. Three no trump, 
therefore, may bé reserved for the 
combination purpose of reaching 
game and implying slam possibill- 
ties. It is in no sense a “game 
closing” bid; it is sheer waste to 
put it to that use.
